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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
fornn the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

Claims 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 
3,104,399 to Dalton. 

Claim 10, Dalton discloses a patient lifting apparatus comprising: 
an upright member 36, 

a boom 52 mechanically associated with said upright member for conveying a 
patient from one location to another, 

a support structure (12) for attaching said upright member to a bed frame, said support 
structure being arranged to transfer torque from the lifting apparatus to the bed frame 
during operation, and 

a support arm 58 mechanically associated with the upright member (^9- 3) that rotates 
along with the boom (fig. 1 ) and engages a floor to transfer the vertical force of a 
patient's weight into the floor. With regards to the Applicant's recitation for attaching 
said upright member to a bed frame and being arranged to transfer torque from the 
lifting apparatus to the bed frame" it has been held that a recitation with respect to the . 
manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate 
the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural 
limitations. Ex parte Masham. 2 USPQZd 1647 (1987). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 6-9, 11-13, and 16-19 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

\ Applicant's arguments filed 9/24/04 have been fully considered but they are not 

persuasive. 

Contrary to the Applicant's arguments, Dalton does discloses a support arm 58 
mechanically associated with the upright member (fig. 3) that rotates along with the 
boom (fig. 1).
